(2) The result of the election shall be forthwith communicated by the said Associa- 
tion to the Chief Secretary to the Local Government and to the Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of India in the Legislative Department, and the name of the candidate elected 
shall be published in the local official Gazette and in the Gazette of India.

Revision of electoral roll. 


8. (1) The electoral roll published under rule 6 shall be subject to revision from time 
to time as the Local Government may, by notification in the local official Gazette, direct. 

(2) At any time so notified the District Magistrate may of his own motion, and shall 
on the application of any person whose name Po spay on the said roll or who claims to 
have his name inserted therein, revise the said roll so far as it relates to his district.
